GOVERNMENT LOANS ON LAND.

Serious imporiance has been given to
the proposal that the government shall
loan money on land security by the fact
of i resolution haviag been roferred to
the finance committoe of the sannte in-
structing it to Inquire whether loans
mny not be made by Lhe government on
mortgnges on real éstate independent
of improvements, There huas recontly
boan developed o sentiment amoung the
farmers of the country in favor of a pol-
fey of this kind, and though not
yet by any meawus  general with
this element the sentiment is very
likely to grow rapidly and exert agreat
force unless the senate finnnee commit-
tee shall find insuperable constitutional
a8 well ne economic obstacles to such a
poliey. There can be no doubtas to the
existence of the latter, but thess alone
are not likely to be sulficient to silance
the demand of the millions who would
eagerly nccept the opportunity to avail
thomselves of this kind of governiment
nsslstance, Tt is possibloe to give the
schome nn nspect 80 fair and plaasible
that every man owning n picce of lnnd
who is financinlly embarrassed will be
persudded to endorse 1t unless fully con-
vinced, and this will be no ensy task.
that there Is an insurmountable consti-
tutional objection to it. The argument
that it proposes something wholly
foreign to the funetions of the govern-
ment will not dismiss the matter from
the favor of a large majority of those
who want money, and so far ns the
economic eonsiderations are concerned
every individunl will reason from his
own selfish standpoint and with refer-
enee only to immediate results,

The author of the resolution that
hng brought this question to the
attention of i commities of

congress 18 the multi-miliionaire from
Californin, Mr. Stanford. That gentle-
man, whose great wenlth is largely due
to n systemntic spolintion of the govern-
mont and the people, professes to have
studdenly conceived a profound interest
in the welfare of the masses, and pare-
ticularly in the agricultural elemont.

He claims to believe that if the farmer

could borrow money [rom the govern-
ment without intereat bis farm would
soon approciate in value to the amount
of the loan, and that [rom the energiz-

ing force  that would be im-
parted  generally to the  business
of  farming by this government

lonn policy woull como a general ro-
vival of prosperity. Thoire would be an
ulmost endless supply of money to stim-
ulute the capacity of men and widen

their field of effort,  Mr. Stanford is
not troubled eagarding  any danger

from an excess of curreney. Heo has
full fuith in the power of money, and
he wants to sae n bountiful supply of it
flow out of the treasury in the form of
loans on real estate to tho extent of
one-hall or one-guarter  its assoeszod
vitlue., The Californis senator, the sio -
cority of whose professions and motives
in  this matter may [aivly  be
doubted, has shrewdly suggested how
pluusible this schemo mny be made to
appear to the millions who ave in great
noed of reliel from their embarrnss-
ments. J

Considered practically, what would
auch a poliey involve? The census of
1520 guve the number of farms in the
country as four million. The incrense
in the preceding decade had beaen about
filty per cent, and assuming an equal
ristio of increase for the lnst decade the
coming census will show the number of
fairms to be not less than six million.
The assessed valuntion of the prop-
erty of tha country in 15885
wus about twenty-four thousand million
dollars, and probably s not far from
thirty thousand mitlion at present.
Property in farms represents at least
half this sum, and very likely more, 8o
thut if the govornment wera to loan
money on thiz property to the amount
of but one-fourth of its valuation it

would need to issue nearly or quite
four thousand million dollars of cur-
reney. But il the goverument
embarked 1n the business of loan-
ing money on resl estate it could
net  confine  its  favor to  farm
property, and its practice would
have to be uniform  with  all
borrowers. Thus in time, or ns soon as

the currency could be provided, the
loan department of the national treas-
ury would hold mortgages for the
greater part of the real estute of the
country ad security for tho six or eight
thonsand millwon dollars in paper cur-
reney which it had printed—a sum
nearly threo times larger than the
public debt nt its highest point. 1t
would segm that no intelligent man
could rellect for n moment upon the
probable peactionl results of such a
poliey  without sceing ita utter ab-
surdity aud impracticability. No wilder
solhiome was ever broached by the
eraziest deanmer of plans for améliorat-
ing the condition of the masses, and it
15 impossible to behieve that so practieal
a man of alfuies as Senator Stanford has
identifiesd his pame with it [rom honest
motives and wsincere desire for the
welfure of the people.

SILVER DISCITSSION.

Silver is rocoiving such earuest con-
sideration in both branches of congross
us to warrnsnt the expeotation that thers
will be legislation on the subject at the
prosent session, and possibly at a not
remote date,  But thers appiars to bo
Just enough difference betwian the two
houses to mnke it probable that n final
rosort witl have to be mude o confors
euve committees, lo the senute the bill
reported {rom the finanee committes of
thut body is snld to have suftleiout sup-
pout to pnss it by a consid-
eruble majority, Seuntor Jones, who
hus chinpge of the measure, elaiming that
nive-tonths of the senators will vote
forit, This bill was [riined as a substi-
tute for the Windom mousurae and dif-
fors from it in some rodical vespeots,
1t provides for tho purchnse of four and
one-half million dollars worth of silver
bullion o wmonth, for which payvment
shall be made in vreasury votes, and so
mucl of the bullion is to be coined from
time to time b nay be ueeessary to ro-
deem the notes, The secretary of the
troasury s glveo nodiseretionnry power
under this bill,

The house, on the other hand, scoms
most  favorably disposed towanrd the
Window plan, with the exoeption in
particulnr of the f[oature giving the
socretnry of the trensury sutbority,

with the approval of the presidont, to
puspand the purchase of silver under
gertaln conditions. This the silver maon
in both houses unanimously object to,
nnd it Is evident that no bill will be
passed allowing any diserotion to the
secreinry of the treasury. The evident
purpose is to declare s policy which
shall be fixed and stable, subject only
to changes by congress, That this
is thae wiser plan there ean be no
doubt. The free coinnge mdvocites in
the housa appear dotermined nob to
wholly surrender their idea, and will
probably provide that there shall bo free
coinage whenaver four hundred and
twelve and one-hall grains of silver are
worth one dollar on the market, with a
monthly purchase of at least four mill-
1on dollars under all conditions, It is
possible the senate could be induced to
ngreo to this, while there is no reason
why it should not be quite a8 nccept-
able to the tremsury ns the sennte

hull, [t is true the president is
on record in opposition to
fron coinnge, but the pro-

vision that this ecan only take place
whenever the amount of silver con-
tained in a dollar is worth a dollar on
the muarket may lead him to chiange nis
views. Atany rate, the presidentis
not likely to be obstinate as to any
moeasure that pnsses congross by a good
round majority, und on this question
party lines are not closaly drawn,

The vary great importance of this
subject demands and  justifies eareful
deliberation, but thers should be no un-
necessnry delay in reaching legislation,
Thore is every reason to believe that
the good effects of a law providing
for nn incrense in the circulation based
on gilver would bucome at onve appar-
ent in fioancial and business improve-
ment, and there 18 urgent need of re-
lief from the widely prevailing depres-
sion. Tho pussage of a silver bill cer-
toinly is not the only legislation that is
neaded in order to stimulate business
und revive progperity, but it would un-
doubtedly have a very conside rable in-
fluenca in that direction, and the refore
should not be unnecessarily delayed.

THE PITTSBURG SCOW LINE.

Less thun a dozen members of the
honrd of trade, alter orief deliberation
and prayerful consideration, commend
to the support of the peopla the project
to estublish o line of steamers and
barges between Pittsburg and Omaha,
The endorsement does not shake the
conviction of the people of this city that
the successful navigation of the Mis-
sourl is impossible. Columns ot facts
and figures may he produced to show
the value of wnavigation to the com-
meree of the country. but the stubborn
fuct remains that the shifting charac-
ter of the Missouri river renders navi-
gution of it, even during the season of
high wuater, not only difficult but posi-
tively dangerous,

The prospectus of “The Merchants’
Itiver Freight Line Navigation com-
pany.” which proposes to run boats be-
tween Pittsburg and Omaha, shows that
grent profits can be made for investors,
and groat benetits conferred on the pro-
ducers of the country. The hendguur-
tors of the company are in New York, o
fuet which tends to conlirm the suspieion
that the scheme is a speculative one.
The cost and profits are figured down to
w penny, and a charming pidture is
presented to induce men averburdened
with meuns Lo subseribe to the five mil-
lions of capitul required. itis exceed-
inely doubtful if the originators of
the movement stopped to enquire
or investigate the diMculties to be over-
come in uwavigating the Missouri, or
counted the cost mnvolved in bucking
countless snags or dodging sand bars.
Fxperienced boatmen who have made o
study of the Big Muddy could have fur-
nished the literary bureau of the Mer-
chants’ line some information that
would fo ree a radical revision of their
schadule of cost and receipts.

Iiven if the river could be safely and
cheaply navigated, the proposed line

would not afford materiul relief, Pitts-
burg cunld send us its
conl at reduced rates, but Pitts-
burg doos not furnish [

market for the surplus products of the
Missour: valley. Chicago and the sea-
bonrd eitiea must be depended upon o
take the surplus, and the diverasion of o
portion of the traffle by river to Plitts-
burg would not increass the profits of
the producers. The diffarence between
radl and river rates would be ahsorbed by
heavy insurance, elevator charges ot
[‘rt.l.ahurg and the loeal freight rate
from Pittsburg to Baltimore or New
York,

This 18 an age of progress. Rapid
transit is demunded in all things. The
greatest amount of speed consistent
with sufety is the governing spirit of
the* times. The slow suail puce of
river navigntion was satisfactory thirty
years ago, when no  other means
of transportation could be had. Then
the profits justified the risks assumed.
The country hus outgrown it, and the
efforts of the speculative patriots of New
York cannot convines those familiar
with the fnets, that the Missouri river
can be transformed into a cheap and
sife avenue ﬂ’ commerce,

STATISTICS of agcidents on - American
riaflronds during the month of January
thow a total of saventy-six collisions
and eighty-nine derailments. Of this
number forty collisions and twenty-
nine derailments are classed as *‘unex-
pluined;” sixteen collisions and eleven
derailments to negligonce in oporating;
the remaindor are ascribod to defects
of road, unforseon obstructions and
poor equipmoent. ‘The number of lives
lost was sixty-six and the number in jured
two hundrod and twenty-threo. Of the
former fifty-two were railrond em-
ployes, and of the list of wounded
the same  class  furnished  one
hundred and twenty-throe. Janu-
ary is one of the worst months
of the year for railpond operatives. Ice
nnd snow, severe storms and rapid
changes of temperature place the bdm-
ployes in constant peril, Itis very con-
veuniont to chiarge aceidents to the neg-
ligence of the opernt ves, but the per
cent proven is decidedly small. Whila
great improvements have been made in
the equipment of passenger trains,
there has been no substantinl progress
in disposing of the man-killing freight
car couplers. Tho railroads are slow to
adopt devicas to protect the lives of
brakemen and switchmen, not from lack
of life-saving applinnces, but mainly
because the londing ear building com-
panies stubboraly refuse to use improved
couplers unless the patentees sell their
rights for a trifle. The proposed chunge
in the intorstate commerce law giving
the commission power to compel rail-
ronds to adopt improved equipment
affords a purtial remedy, and congress
should speedily ndopt the amendment,
